Chinese Viewpoint.

CONVICTS KEY. 


—_ 


UNLOCKED HIS HANDCUFFS. 


' The question na to héw a con- 
rvict enme to be in posscssion of a 
key which he used in a desperate 
attempt to estape was ralsed at the 
inquest at Romsey on Thomas Fern, 
who was killed when he leapt from 
a train. 

With three other convicta, Fern 
was belng taken from Winchcater 
to Dartmoor Prison, in charge of 
two warders. It was after leaving 
Enatlelgh that the -striaggle. for 
liberty, took place. 

Three of the convicts wore over- 
powered, but Fern sprang from the 
train nnd was found dead by the 
stde of the line, 

The four prisoners had been, 
secured to a gang chain, to which o 
wrist cul on cach prisoner was 
locked. 

Why Train Was Used. 

Mr, Ek. G. Humphreys, Governor 
of Winchestér Prison, told the 
coroner that though Fern was 
secured to the chain he had a large 
amount of freedom for a long 
journey, 

The coroner: J think the jury 
would like to know why convicts are 
taken by train in these days. It Is 
safer than motor vehicles for long 
journeys?-——In this case o journey 
to Dartmoor would be impracticable 
by conch, They would get there in 
the dark, and going over a wild 
part of the country it would not be 
safe, : 

The coroner said he had reeeived 
ww letler from the man's mother ask. 
ing the Governor to make arange- 
ments for the funeral, She stzned 
berself “Mra, Pern," but referred 
to him as “Henry James Lawley.” 

Robert Flitton, one of the war- 
slers from Winchester, told the 
coroner thatoa key which would 
unlock the cuffs was found in the 
train, It did not belonse to the 
encort, 

“It ia nesumed,” added Flitton, 
“that one of the convicts got pos- 
session of the key, and an inquiry 
is proceeding,” 

Searched. 

‘The Coroner: The convicta were 
not released from the chain ?~Not 
one of them, sir, 

Replying to the foreman of the 
Jury, Miitton said the key waa not 
of the same pattern as that used 
by the prison authorities. The 
prisoners hud been searched but 
nothing wis found, 

The Governor told the coroner 
that Fern had not been anywhere 
nenr the workshop and the key 
would not have been manufactur- 
ed_in the prison. 

The Coroner said he was con- 
vineed that Fern was trying to es- 
cape and not to commit suicide. 

The jury returned a verdict of 
“Accidental death due to misad- 
venture.”

After- twenty-four — sittings, 
sprend over n period of more than 
two months, the case concerning 
Kwan Cheong, accountant-partner 
in the Kwong Cheong Loong Hing 
Kee, (commission ngenta with a 
large share in the importation of 
piga into the Colony, a firm now 
defunct) who is charged with em- 
Gezzling over $40,000, entered on 
{tx concluding stages to-day, when 
Mr. FL CG. FE. Rendall made his 
finnl submissions for the defence. 
» Mr. Rendall, in contending that 
he had no case to answer, made a 
lengthy review of the evidence and 
quoted nuthorities bearing out his 
arguments on the legal aspects of 
the case, He declared that proof 
muat be given of a specific misnp- 
vroprintion of a specific sum of 
money; Which proof he submitted, 
was wanting in the case, In spite 
of i{a enormous turnover—amount- 
ing to several lakhs in a year-— 
there had been no profit in either 
of the two years of the firm's exia- 
tence. Evidence, he said, had 
turned on the question of a general 
deficiency, and that deficiency, he 
further argued, was absorbed by 
losses in trading. 


It was easily understood, Mr. 
Rendall continued, that, occupying: 
the responsible position he waa, 
in, the avcused should feel a cer- 
fain amount of moral responsibi- 
lity, as it were, for the losses: sus- 
tnined by the firm that before he 
went into the country, he should 
feo! ff iueumbent on him, in view 
of questions whieh might: possibly 
be pal to him by relatives und de- 
positors baving: an interest in the 
business, Whom he might mect 
down there, Lo ask to be permitted 
to resign and given a clean written 
discharge from his obligations.
